President Loubet, of France, Said to 


Have Tendered His Services in 


Ending Hostilities.

by President Loubet of France 
for 


mediation. He tas cut the red tape 
cf Russian bureaucracy, acd by thus 
brushing aside lie Involved processes 
of diplomacy virtuaUy has put himself 
In the attitude of asking for peace. 
Maurice Bompard. the French ambas- 
sador to Russia, left here Saturday 
for Paris. He carries with him aa au- 
tograph letter of the czar tacitly ac- 
cepting the offer of mediation.- 
In 


his letter the czar accepts the offer 
with certain reservations. 


This special dispatch is tte first in- 


timation given to the public ttat the 
disastrous war la the far east is like- 
ly to be brought to a speedy ind. 


I'p to this time the czar tas persist- 


ently refused to listen to any talk of 
peace until he tad conquered his pow- 
erful fo«. 
Previous offers of media- 


tion have been intercepted 
by 
the 


gracd dukes and the bureaucracy that 
constitute the war party in Russia, 
and whose member! have beca amass- 
ing great individual fortunes by the 
war. 


It seems, however, that this offer of 


mediatioa was sent direct to tte czar 
by President Loubet. Nicholas 
and 


Loubet are very close friend*, and It 
is understood that the president of 
France indicated to the czar cis belief 
ia the ntter hopelessness of the war; 
that his empire was oa the verge of 
aa Ictemal strife, and ttat unless he 
overruled hi* grand dukes and 
his 


ministers te and tis crown must la- 
evitably falL 


Japaa tas frequently expressed 1U 


willingness to enter any pe»-e eonfer- 
enre which might bring the war to a 
close. 


The form now will be for President 


Loubet to notify the mikado ttat he 
tas received from Russia aa expres- 
sioa cf Its willingness to take part In 
a peace conference. 
Diplomacy will 


permit of but cne otter statement by 
France and that is that should Japan 
see fit to discuss with its adversary 
terms for aa amicable settlement of 
the war "France would esteem it a 
great honor If the representatives of 
both cat Iocs would me*t ia Paris. 
where every courtesy will be "xtecded 
to them by their good friend, 
the 


French government" 


When Japan receives the offer 
of 


mediation no time is lost by both 
armies In calling aa armistice. Un- 
der the arrangement active hostilities 
cease and the armed forces remain la 
the exact position In which they were 
when tie armistice was declared. 
While this armistice Is In elect tie 
two governments came in outline their 
terms of pe»f*, and when these are 
agreed on a general form the armistice 
li removed and a protocol goes Into ef- 
fect. This is a *!gaed agreement by 
both powers Indicating the general 
terms of peace. 


Then the armies are withdrawn and 


the war Is practically over, although, 
not formally so until after the peace 
conference meets, and, after perhaps 
months of deliberation, signs the arti- 
cles of peace- 


London, Dec. M.—Reports from Ber- 


lin declare that the czar BO longer em- 
phatically rejects the peaceful advice 
tendered him regarding the war. It is 
stated that personages of high infla- 
ence In Russia are seeking to end the 
war and their efforts are not meeticg 
with rebuffs.

Defenses Captured. 


Tokio, Dec. 2£.—A dispatch, from 


the Japanese army before Port Ar- 
thur says: 
-On December 22 the

Asa result of our heavy 
guns' bombardment daring and before 
the attack the fort west of Taiyangkon 
was set on fire. One I$-eect!meter ran 
In each of the forts was destroyed.

Two Generals Xilled. 


According to the statement of prison- 


ers captured at Kekwan mooctaia De- 
cember 18 and of Russians who surren- 
dered In the vicinity of Etse mountain 
December 2! during the battle of 202- 
Metre Hi:I. Gen. Kocdratento, com- 
mander of the Seveati East Siberian 
rtfes division.and Gen, Irman. command- 
er of the Fourth artillery brigade, were 
killed, and Gen. Foci, commanding the 
Fourth East Siberian. division, was 
wounded. 


Toga Withdraws Snip*. 


Toklo, Dec. it.—Admiral Tego ae- 


tounces the withdrawal of the majority 
of the fleet from Port Arthur. Admiral 
Togo says: "After 201-Metre Hill was 
occupied as the result of a gallant and 
desperate attack by the besieging army, 
the bombardment of the enemy's iqnad- 
rcn by siege and other beavy guts be- 
came effective. In consequence tbe bat- 
tleships Poltava and RetvUao wtre 
sunk and subsequently the battleships 
Pobieda and Peresvlet, the protected 
cruiser Pallada acd the armored cruiser 
Bayaa were suck.

ade. IVien the enemy emerged frcm 
the harbor ourfieetsccccssfullyeigageJ 
him and finally, with the valuable sup- 
port of the besieging army, succeeded ia 
crushing nearly all the enemy's squad- 
rca. Oar second squadron, so heavily 
damaged the Vladivostok, squairon that 
tt has since been enable to leave port. 
All tils success Is gratefully attributed 
to the brilliant virtue of our emperor.

When flying with the wlcd. tte Arrow 
traveled at a speed of 20 miles an hour, 
acd In returning directly in the face of 
the strong southeastern gale w as able to 
male a rate off peed redone* at between 
sir acd eight miles an hour.

Contrary to Stindirds la America, Htr Social

TOt HIST In Japan naturally 
does cot come math la con- 
tact with the upper data Jap- 
anese servant, whose social 
position ia his own country 
Is considerably higher thas 
that cJatrca!! tradesman. A 


Japanes« housemaid, lor instance. wouH 
cot consider that she was bettering her- 
self by marrying the ton of a tradesman. 
or going Into "business" as she would In 
America, for domestic service la Japan 
has always been roanked higher this 
trade, which ontll lately was considered 
by all Japanese a means of tiring with 
which no celf-ropecticg man should coil 
his bands. Tbe tourist In Japan, unless 
he has Introductions to American resi- 
dents In tbe country,can therefore only 
Judge Japanese servants by tbe rather 
rough and ready clastof men who have 
learned sufficient pidgin English to un- 
derstand tbe wishes and orders of their 
cfttimes changed masters. The travel- 
er soon picks up enough pidgin Japanese 
to make himself ccdirstucd by bis bed- 
room boy, whose pidgin English Is only 
skin deep. PiJgln. Prof. Chamberlain 
says, is merely a corruption form of the 
word business. 
Hotel servants and 


boarding house servants, be they Asiat- 
ics or Europeans, are preity much tbe 
same all the world over. They are what 
their "tips" mile them; wbereas private 
servants in Japan are wbat their hearts 
and breeding make them.

Japanese house always certains four- 
tlines as many servants as are necessary 
to do tbe small amount cf work. They 
spend tbeir time la being polite to eaca 
other. Of course, they receive T*ry 
small wages. 
1 O-Ko Is ti« came given to tbe part of 
tbe bouse where the lady of the hems* 
aiwajs resides during the early part ot 
the day. when her servants must know 
where she Is to be found; but though 
etiquette demands tbat every morning 
she mast give her orders and direct th> 
household worjc. her servants wtUoniy 
carry out her wishes according to tbeir 
owa Ideas of what Is best fcr htr. Na 
Japanese servant will ever condescend 
to be turned Into a human machine. 
Erea la the most perfectly appointed 
bouse be rttaln* hjs individuality, al- 
though be will fall upon bis hands til 
knees when he enters your presence. 
But h- evidently believes la tbe motto 
of bis country, "Give genius a chance." 
for he peritsts la using his own brains 
Instead of those of his master or mis- 
tress. 


Very mien tbt sam* spirit exists ia 


Japan between mistress and maid as It 
does Ia Italy, and surely from a human* 
point of view it Is better. It Is not of- 
fensive to the gentle heart of a Japanese 
mlitress to let her servants enjoy or 
benefit by allthelittlepleasltglnciients 
which make up everyday home life la 
Japaa. When fairy stories or historical

making servants feel as though they were 
members of cne family with their em- 
ployers. lnderd.it always seemed to me 
In Japaa that rcrvints had a very much 
better time than their mistresses. They 
have plenty of freedom; they can never 
be harJ worked, fcr tbert is tever any 
hard work to do In a paper home which

Cf the rkat. the colorlcs xaatter ttra 
txlzg lacorporated Into the petals. 


Wten the Er«t Rreca carnations ap- 


peared In Paris the rity was seized 
with astonishment, and many persons 
wtllicgly Paid as nccb as 2 francs 
apiece for the Cower*. The municipal 
authorities instituted an investigation 
tad soon discovered how the flowers 
were colored. 
It appeared that a 


youas pirl accidentally poured into the 
water of a vase containing white car- 
nations coloring matter with whl<h 
she was painting a rose leaf preen. 
What was her astonishment to see the 
carnations lose their white color and 
aisurse a beautiful preen tint. From 
this to the regular manufacture of the 
Cowers was only a step.

' aathemura and camellia are'the most 
easily colored, and In this res poet it It 
amusing to experiment with the many 
hers that can be obtained. It Is only 
necessary to prepare a coloring eola- 
tion. then cat the item of the fower 
and place It la the solution. The plant 
draws cp the water, and little by little 
the coloring matter Is distributed 
throughout the plant's tissues.

common gillyflower placed la a solu- 
tion ct l!ght preen aniline dye Is 
irsictly transformed, at the end of 
twenty minutes the white parts being 
blue, the yeliows greva and the redj 
TloTet.

He bit oS 
the Leads of the asparagus instead of 
ciing a fork— in fact, he was a spedei 
of tarage."
